Chairman Of B.B.C. Advisory: Council 
Is Busy Man 

Lord Macmillan, who succeeds the 
Archbishop of York as chairman of 
the B.B.C. Advisory Council, is one 
of the busiest of men. The number 
and variety of the commissions and 
inquiries over which he has presided 
in the past 12 years, in addition. to 
his legal work, is astonishing. These 
are the subjects with which they 
dealt: Lunacy, miners’ wages, the 
British Pharmacopoeia; street of- 
fences, finance and industry, income 
tax, the wool industry, shipbuilding, 
Canadian banking, and disputes be- 
tween Holland and Norway. Some- 
how, he finds time, too, to work for 
the Pilgrim Trust, the Carnegie 
Trust, a hospital, the National Lib- 
rary of Scotland, a Scottish legal 
society, and King George’s Jubilee 
Trust, recounts the News of the 
World. Such a list makes it easier to 
believe a story told of his days as a 
judge. To a. long-winded counsel he 
is said to have sent this note: “Pa- 
tience Stakes: 1, Macmillan; Also 
ran, Job.” Counsel took the hint. 


Russia’s: Wheat Problem 


To Plant 235,000,000 Acres Of Soviet 
Farm Land ie 
Schedules for planting 235,000,000 
acres of Soviet farm land this spring 
were published recently in Moscow, 
About 88 per cent. of this area will 
be planted by the kolkhozes (collec- 
tive farms); 11 per cent. by ‘the 


sovkhozes (state farms); and less 
than one per cent. by individual 
peasants. 


The schedule provides measures to 
guarantee the high quality of. farm 
products. Semi-official sources de- 
clared the coming year should see 
unprecedented development of the 
speed-up movement and an increase 
in all harvests, especially, grain.

Mammoth Bones Found By Workers 
Near Lebret, Saskatchewan 
The sketches which accompany this 
article show $gnes of a mammoth 
which were found near Lebret, Sas- 


katchewan, by half-breed road work-| 


ers. } . 

They were in the possession of Dr. 
V.- Rondeau, dentist of Rouleau, 
Sask., and are supposed to be about 
10,000 years old. 

The mammoth, progenitor of the 
modern elephant, inhabited the tem- 
perate parts of the northern’ world 
during the glacial period, and sur- 


| vived until the Neolithic period of 


human history, a comparatively re- 
cent time. i i 

The animal was about the same 
size as the modern Asiatic elephant, 


was covered with a thick ‘skin clothed 
with long dark hair and woolly fur, 


.and had two large tusks. 


No. 1 shows the masticating sur- 
face of a molar. This tooth measures 
three inches and a half in its longest 
diameter. 

No. 2 shows a vertebra.,. It meas- 
ures 12 inches from tip to tip. 

No. 8 is an ordinary hammer and 
was sketched to show the compara- 
tive size of the bones. 

No. 4 shows the shoulder or hip 
blade. It is two feet long and 
weighs 1414 pounds. 

No. 5 shows another bone of the 
same animal,

United States Scientists Hold Jobs 
In British Universities 

Throughout the Empire there was 
a& growing tendency for the best 
posts in science and engineering to 
go to citizens of the United States 
declared Frank Parkinson, guest of 
honor at a function given by the 
chancellor and senate of Leeds Uni- 
versity. Mr. Parkinson, who is head 
of a well-known Leeds firm, recently 
gave $1,000,000 to the university. — 

In trying to find out why this state 
of affairs existed, Mr, Parkinson 
said he had had the opportunity of 
meeting .some of these people.. He 
found they had qualifications which 
rendered them suitable for the posts. 
The posts were entirely free from 
any pressure, and, in fact, other 
things being equal, the British sub- 
ject. would have been preferred, 

He wondered whether there was 
anything in the science training of 
the universities of the United States 
which qualified their students better 
for the posts. He was perfectly satis- 
fied the material available in Britain 
was better than that in the United 
States, and he could only think there 
was something in the training they 
received that produced these results, 

Mr.*Parkinson expressed the belief 
that the provincial universities of 
Great Britain were the best institu- 
tions for improved science training. 
He thought this for two main rea- 
sons. A sterling quality of character 
existed in the provinces to a greater 
degree probably than in some other 
parts of the country. Furthermore, 
he believed that the older universities 
‘were not quite so well qualified to 
meet thé situation for one main rea- 
son that they drew their students 
from a different strata of society.

THE POWER OF JESUS OVER 
DEATH 


Golden text: I am the resurrection, 
and the life. John 11:25. 


Lesson: John 11:1-12,11.

Explanations And Comments 


The Death of Lazarus, John 11:1- 
16. “He’whom thou lovest. is sick,” 
was the message which came to 


Jesus in Perea from Martha and|- 


Mary, the sisters of Lazarus. They 
believed that Jesus would start at 
once ‘for Bethany without being ask- 
ed, but he told his disciples, that 
Lazarus’ illness was for the glory of 
God and of himself, and _ tarried 
where he was two days longer. Then 
he proposed going back to Judea, but 
his disciples remonstrated, reminding 
him of the danger of going where the 
Jews had so lately sought to stone 


him. He assured them that his life}. 


was safe as long as God had work 
for him to do, and added that he 
must go to awaken Lazarus out of 
sleep. His disciples took his words 
literally; if Lazarus was sleeping he 
would recover. Jesus told them 
plainly that Lazarus was dead, and 
that for the sake of their faith he 
was glad he himself had not been 
there. He invited them to go with 
him, and Thomas, despondent yet 
loyal and brave, said to the others, 
“Let us also go, that we may die 
with him.”

drawn. 


The matter is of too great import to the future welfare of the country | 
to be made the subject of political capitalization and it is imperative that | 
the subject be approached by all political parties in a non-partisan way with 


a single eye to the country’s needs. 


The desired result could undoubtedly be best achieved by a conference 
of Dominion and proyincial: authorities deyoted solely to the constitutional 
question. Such conference should be as representative as it is possible to 
make it. Principles which can be accorded support as nearly as possible to 
unanimity by all sections of the Dominion should be laid down and agreed 
upon and methods to be adopted to implement those decisions should be 


the subject of mutual agreement. 


If a satisfactory program of this nature be carried to its ultimate 
conclusion and the problem approached in: the right spirit, existing difficulties 
should be solved without dissension from within or objection from without 


the Dominion.

1 can cherries; 1 cup boiling water; 
% cup sugar; 4% teaspoon.cinnamon;

Storing Food In Russia + 


Soviets Are Preparing For Eventuali- 
ties In The Event Of War 

The renewed war-scare developing 
from Soviet beliefs that Germany 
and Japan have signed a _ military 
pact directed at the Soviet Union in- 
tensified perparedness plans at Mos- 
cow. 

Russia in general: harvested a 
bumper crop in 1936 and the cream 
of the harvest. is going into reserves, 
storehouses and underground caverns 
for possible war use. ; 

The Kremlin's goal is to store pro- 
visions and equipment adequate to 
supply an army of 10,000,000 men in 
the field for an indefinite period. With 
its transport system still weak, the 
Government believes it essential to 
get these stores into the potential 
theatres of war in advance. 

Although Russian industry  con- 
stantly increases its output of tex- 
tiles, the difficulty of buying woollen 
and even cotton goods in the nation’s 
markets constantly increases. The 
reason, authoritative quarters hear, is 
that the bulk of the product is going 
into the manufacture of millions of 
uniforms which in. turn are being 
shipped to the Ukraine,.White Rus- 
sia and Far Eastern frontiers. 

Shortages of some key foodstuffs 
likewise are expected to become ap- 
parent before next Spring. One of 
these is butter, which it is known the 
Soviets now are storing in vast 
quantities for the Red Army. 

Meat is another commodity that 
is going into cans and warehouses, 
but no shortage of meat is expected 
because the forage ‘shortagé this 
year has resulted in an unusually 
heavy slaughter of livestock, particu- 
larly cattle, ; 

Grain, potatoes and staple supplies 
are also being sent to the war ware- 
houses in large quantities: The 
Soviets have long been purchasing 
grain abroad to fill storage cham- 
bers in the Far where the goal 
is to build up supplies that will en- 
able the Far Eastern army of nearly 
500,000 men to operate entirely inde- 
pendent of supplies from European 
Russia.
